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Washington Is 
A Nervous City 


WASHINGTON, D.C., April 14— 
From the aircraft window one 
looks down and thinks how white 

and serene are 
the many me- 
morials_ of 
gleaming 
marble, reflect- 
ing their Greek 
symmetry in 
their mirroring 
pools. The per- 
fection of the 
Capitol dome is 
as round and 
comforting as a 
well-said 
prayers. In between them is the 
beauty of spring grass, so green 
that the almost-translucent qual- 
ity of it seems to reach up to- 
ward the aircraft making its own 
geometric, curving approach to- 
ward the distant runway, lying 
like a chalk mark in a meadow. 

Surely, a stranger would say, 
this is a pastoral, calm and col- 
lected city toward which I am 
journeying. And the eye would 
automatically look for tiny figures 
of lambs gamboling on the green. 

But, on earth, things are dif- 
ferent. 

The memorials, as one passes 
them in the hotel-bound taxi, are 
comforting and reassuring, testi- 
fying to duty attended, to courage 
in the face of the enemy, and to 
selfless service to the nation. To 
be sure there are others, ‘monu- 
ments’ we call them, raised to 
men whose names are dim and 
accomplishments unremembered. 

But, history is with one as the 
meter clicks the Washington 
memorial, statues to the great 
Frenchmen and Poles who helped 
us in the War for Independence; 
soldiers who helped hold the union 
together; reminders of Jefferson 
and -others. 


Nervous 


But, Washington is a nervous 
city. 

it almost always is such a city. 
And in these days, when each 
waking day seems to bring a new 
crisis, it is especially so. 

The days seem to come at one 
like one of those automatic belts 
in the supermarkets, on which the 
packages of meat, the bottles of 
red tomato sauces, the boxes of 
soap, cereals and salt are thrust 
in repeated jerks toward the 
cashier. Each dav presents its 
bundle of raw problems, of salty 
ones, of red ones—and each jerk 
moves us toward the final ac- 
counting. 

The shadow of the A- and H- 
bombs is yet on the city. And 
the McCarthy shadow is here, too.

There is a story around the city 
that our State Department 
believes, more .than ever, that 
since our H- and A-bomb power 
has been semi-neutralized by the 
fact of enemy possession, and 
since any country which can find 
the money and scientists can have 
it, too, that our leadership in the 
world more than ever 
based on cultural and 
relations with ‘other 
Backed, of course, 
strength. 


Dien Bien Phu 


Here, too, the odd name of the 
village called Dien Bien Phu, 
where Germans in the Foreign 
Legion, and colored troops from 
Senegal and Algeria are fighting 
well for a politically and econom- 
ically sick France, heard 
more frequently than is the name 
of any American town. 

Because of that, and other 
events, the name Dulles comes 
more and more tc be said with 
respect’. .. and appreciation. 

He has achieved much. 

Late this month he will arrive 
in Geneva, Switzerland. By that 
time the fate of Dien Bien Phu 
will be determined. But the war 
will not. 

There Secretary Dulles will face 
up to a_ three-horned political 
crisis, 

The French and British want to 
negotiate a Far-Eastern settle- 
ment with China and the Soviet 
Union. Mr. Dulles also would 
like to do so. But the second 
horn of his dilemma is that the 
Senate of the United States op- 
poses negotiations with Red 
China. The third horn is that he 
must get along with Senator 
Knowland and others in the Sen- 
ate who put Asia and recapture 
of China ahead of even the de- 
fense of Europe. 

Mr. Dulles must, in a sense, 
quiet the crowd in one room and 
then rush into the other to reas- 
sure those there, who want some- 
thing else. He has not much resil- 
iency of diplomatic action. The 
French and British have a great 
deal. 

Secretary Dulles plods ahead—a 
deeply religious ana patient man.

The Atlanta Division, a unit of 
the parent institution in Athens, 
at present offers degrees in only 
two fields. It offers the bachelor 
of business administration de- 


gree, and the bachelor of science 


in nursing degree. It also offers 
three years’ work leading toward 
degrees in other subiects. 

L. R. Seibert, secretary of the 
Board of Regents, said the study 
is being made to determine wheth- 
er additional degrees are needed 
in the Atlanta Division or wheth- 
er they would duplicate work of- 
fered in other institutions. The 
Study also will show the cost of 
installing such work, he said.

After hearing Cole give his re- 
port, Capehart said it 
if’? the committee's investigation 
may disclose that apartment 
builders have obtained govern- 
ment backed loans for as. much 
as $500,000,000 more than their 
building costs. 


That would be more than six'| 


times Cole’s original estimate of 
the possible cost to the govern- 
ment. 

It has been disclosed that some 
builders who obtained govern- 
ment-guaranteed loans in excess 
of their costs divided the excess 
among stockholders, who then 
sought to take a capital gains tax 
on their profits instead of paying 
the regular—and higher-income 
tax rate. 

Capehart said 7,000 apartment 
projects were built under a now- 
expired law which permitted the 
government to insure loans up to 
90 per cent of the cost. The com- 
mittee must examine income tax 
records to Jearn the identity of 
the builders involved.

the scientists are giving him the run-around. 

Chief Rising Sun wrote a letter to the Southern Chemical 
Industry and Journal of Southern Research complaining mildly 
that although he likes the Southern Association of Science and 
Industry and has been a member for some time, he hasn't had 
much help on the subject closest to his heart. 

That subject: The Conservation of the Human Being. 


“I advocate the conservation of vegetable and even of many 
of animal life,’’ the-chief wrote. ‘“‘But I have spent 55 years in 
the conservation of human life of all peoples everywhere. Please 
inform me as soon as possible what has the SASI to offer my 
profession: (1) As a teacher of Life Guidance, (2) Counselor 
of human relations, (3) Eugenics and Euthenics, (4) How to be 
youthful at 80 years and over, (5) Longevity, (6) How to get in 
tune with the Infinite, etc.’’ 


While we wait around for the scientists to answer Chief 
Rising Sun's questions I might as well get in my complaint, too. 
The busy old scientists bustle about among their test tubes 
stirring up wonder drugs and atomic bombs. Engineers are al- 
ways rigging up new kinds of light and heat and stuff like that. 
But does anybody ever find out how to take the guesswork out of 
living with people? No. They can air-condition your parlor and 
window-fan your kitchen but can they tell you how to dwell in per- 
petual peace and harmony with your fellowman? Maybe some 
of them have the formula but it must be one of those closely 
guarded scientific secrets like the H-bomb and run-proof nylons. 

Chief Rising Sun is interested in conserving human beings 
instead of peanut hulls and that certainly is a step in the right 
direction. If he can figure out a system of taking the jolts out 


‘of life, the hunger and the grief and the bitter disappointments, 


l'll make do without an electronic egg-beater. 


Somebody is always telling you how to rear fine, upstand- 
ing, well-adjusted children but often they are people who haven't 
any samples around to show you they know what they're talking 
about. And in any case the system they outline to you is one 
fraught with pitfalls and detours. It does seem that a scientific- 
minded genius could work out something better than that. Instead 
of going at child-rearing hit or miss, praying and fussing and 
fumbling your way through a morass, you should be able to 
push a button and presto, Junior stops being a faulty, troublesome, 
lovable mystery and becomes a clean, smooth-functioning, load- 
bearing machine—I mean, citizen. 


As for old age, the scientists have left much to be desired. 
They cause people to live longer and feel better but we seldom 
look any better or are widely sought as the life of civilization’'s 
party. In fact, no sooner have you achieved the triumph of 
longevity than sociologists start writing tomes about what a 
Problem you are. 

On the whole, I think Chief Rising Sun has a valid com- 
plaint. I just hope the Southern Association of Science and Indus- 
try gives his list of problems their full attention—and I'll be 
Waiting for the next edition of their publication to learn the 
answers.
